In Fall 1907, France (Marc Hight) captured Rome, and supported Austrian A Tyrol to 
Venice. This eliminated Italy (Kevin Kinsel) and brought France to 14 Centers. Jim 
Lewis 1 Austria lost Trieste and Serbia to the Ottomans, dropping from 4 to 3 SC's.
